Legislature Launches 8 Bills 
Two Bills 
Deal With 
Sales Tax 


Special Session 
Organization Set

The 66th extraordinary ses- 


sion of the Legislature got 
under way Tuesday afternoon, 
organized, heard a message 
from the governor, introduced 
eight bills and immediately 
made plans to recess Wednes- 
day until next Monday. 


The eight bills, nucleus of the 


special session, were quickly in- 
troduced and read after which 
Sen. Earl Lee sought to have the 
rules suspended and limit the in- 
troduction of bills to the first day. 
Sen. W. J. Williams obtained an 
amendment to permit introduc- 
tion for two days so that he can 
have another bill prepared for in- 
troduction. 


One of the bills by the budget 


committee was a formality for 
appropriating 56,000 to meet ex- 
penses of the session. It was 
voted to have a transcript taken 
of all floor debate for inclusion 
in the record. 
The other seven bills propose 


constitutional amendments to be 
submitted to voters at the gen- 
eral election in November. 


Two of the bills provided for 


homestead exemptions. One by 
Sen. Tom Coffey would allow 20

with a limit of 52,000. Another by 
Sen. Lester Anderson would ex- 
empt all homesteads. 


Different Forms 


Neither bill followed the original 


proposal of Gov. Robert Crosby 
which would have provided a 10 
per cent exemption to owner oc- 
cupied homes but not to exceed 
$1,000. 
' Other bills proposed amend- 
ments under which the Legisla- 
ture could provide for appoint- 
ment of assessors, a tax commis- 
sioner or commission to replace 
the preent board of equalization, 
exempt household 
goods and 


personal effects from taxes and 
establish standards and methods 
for.assessment of personal prop- 
er tv. 
These bills were introduced by

Sen. Liebers also introduced 


one of two sales tax proposals. 
It calls for an order on the Legis- 
lature to adopt a sales tax with 
the revenue to be used first to 
meet any obligations of the gen- 
eral fund and the remainder go- 
ine as state aid to schools. 


'•Sen. Herbert Duis of Goth- 


enburg introduced a proposal 
that if a sales or income tax are 
ever adopted by the Legislature, 
it must be a replacement of state 
property taxes. The governor 
recommended a vote on such a 
proposal w i t h o u t specifying 
whether he was for or against a 
tales tax. 
- Two new senators were sworn 
in,-as members of the session 
Mrs. Fay Britt of Lincoln to fill 
the vacancv caused by the death 
of her husband. Sen. Howard 
Briit, and former Sen. Clyde 
CretsJneer of Paxton to replace 
Sen. -J/L. Brown of Brule who 
resigned because of ill neaHn.

There was considerable dmer-; 


cnce of opinion among the mem- 
b*>rs regarding Ihe session. Some ] 
agreed with Gov. Crosby's state- 
ment, "not in many years has* 
there been a special session as. 
important as this one." Others 
contended that it was anpeces- 
<;arv and any action could have 
Waited until the regular session 
next January. 
Some even argued that amend- 


ments to the Constitution are not 
necessary and the "tax mess 
could be straightened out b> 
passing laws at the next session.

"I don't think the people of Ne- 


braska should vote on a sales 
tax," Sen. Carpenter said. "That's 
the Legislature's responsibility. If 
' the people vote the sales tax 
down,, then where are we? People 
are desperate and they expect 
the Legislature to do something." 


Carpenter's view on allowing the 


people to vote on a sales tax 
seemed to be the same view held 
by a number of others who pre- 
viously had been advocates of 
such a tax. The only reason given 
for fear of allowing a vote by the 
people was that it was a respon- 
sibility of the Legislature. 


The opening session was well 


attended by those who in reg- 
ular sessions have been regis- 
tered as lobbyists. Nearly, all 
denied that they were lobbying 
for or against any 
proposals. 


"I'm just an observer," was the 
usual explanation for their at- 
tendance.

A heavy rain and hailstorm 


center moved eastward across 
Nebraska 
e a r l y 
Wednesday 


morning, leaving in its wake 
disrupted communications sys- 
tems in several spots. 


Lincoln, Grand Island. Has- 


tings, Norfolk, Seward and York, 
as well as others in the eastern 
half of the state all reported 
heavy storm activity. 
.^Lincoln .had received .85 of an 
inch of rain at Z a.m.. and it was 
still raining: bard. 


Heavy rain which fell here, a 


strong wind and hail, combined 
with frequent lightning flashes, 
added up to a first class spring 
storm. 


Wind blew open a door and 


broke the glass at the Pyramid 
Life Insurance Co., 1443 M, po- 
lice reported. 


An unofficial report said there 


were large hailstones at Waco, 
and both Hastings and York re- 
ported both rain and hail. Fur- 
ther west at Grand Island, the 
weather bureau reported "quite 
a bit of thunderstorm activity, 
but not too much rain." Grand 
Island precipitation was about 
.35 of an inch. 
Utica reported a heavy driv- 


ing rain accompanied by high 
winds and lightning from 8 p.m., 
and it was still raining at mid- 
night-

policies which will keep us from 
having- to send American boys to 
fight in-Indo-China or anywhere 
else if -we possibly can. And we 
believe that our policy of firm- 
ness of strength, of united action 
which we have developed with 
regard to the Indo-China con- 
flict has the best chance to ac- 
complish that purpose."

The Agricultural Conservation 


Program as it is presently op- 
erated has received a strong vote 
of approval. 


A survey to gather recommen- 


dations on the ACP from county 
offices of the Agricultural Stab- 
ilization and Conservation Com- 
mittee has shown the great ma- 
jority- of the local men favor 
continuation of the program as is. 


Robert Zink of the conservation 


division of the stale ASC office 
in Lincoln, announced the results 
of 
the survey 
Tuesday. 
The 


county and state recommenda- 
tions "are being gathered at the 
request of the USDA in Washing- 
ton, D.C. for use in formulating 
the 1955 program. 


Zink said most changes recom- 


mended by the counties involve 
making provisions for conserva- 
tion work "more flexible" and 
thus easier to adopt in local 
areas. The county ASC men, by 
an overwhelming majority, de- 
scribed the present fifty-fifty cost 
sharing between the government 
and landowner in conservation 
projects as sufficient and fair to 
the farmer, 


A definite response came in re- 


garding means of stepping up 
conservation work in the counties. 
"Most of them told us the only 
way to get more conservation 
work is to have more funds avail- 
able for it," Zink said.

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For A Bipartisan Policy 


W« think Sen. Sparkman's plea for a re- 


turn to 
bipartisan policy in foreign affairs 


it both timely and urgent. 


Surely there is nothing in the gathering 


crisis in Indo-China that divides Republicans 
and Democrats. In a very large sense, par- 
tisanship should and must end at the wa- 
ter's edge if this nation is to survive in a 
dangerous world. 


There seems to be something in the air dc- 


etructivt to the spirit that brought about 
unified action by the free peoples in their 
struggle against totalitarian ideas. Britain, 
for example, in its maturity by common con- 
sent presented a united front in the foreign 
lield until recent months. Now the Labor 
group there, or an essential part of it, is at 
sword's point with the Churchill government, 
and itill worse, the British Labor party is 
split into two sharply warring factions no 
less divided than British Labor and the 
British Conservatives under Churchill. 


There is no real unanimity within Repub- 


lican ranks on foreign policy. The split there 
is deeply rooted and is serious. Mr. Eisen- 


hower actually can depend more upon Demo- 
cratic support In certain areas of foreign 
policy than he can rely upon the two fac- 
tions of his own party. 


The recent blowup resulting from a speech 


made by Vice President Nixon is not clari- 
fied in any sense by Secretary of Stale Dul- 
les's latest statement to members of Con- 
gress. Two senators meeting in Washington 
Tuesday with Mr. DiiUcs told newsmen that 
no decision to dispatch American fighting 
forces to Indo-China is being considered. If 
that is the case, then what was the vice 
president talking about when he addressed 
the American Society of Newspaper Editors? 
He had been asked a hypothetical question, 
it is true. What he said in answer fitted in 
very well with recent statements coming from 
the administration. 


While bipartisan policy will not influence 


developments in Indo-China, a little closer 
liaison between Republican and Democratic 
leadership in Washington will contribute ma- 
terially to understanding here at home. There 
will be fewer confusing charges and counter 
charges.

We do not envy the conscientious members 


of the Nebraska Unicameral Legislature in 
the assigned task which falls to them in the 
calling of a special session, starting Tuesday. 
In the fullest sense, the business at hand is 
not an emergency. To dismiss it as such is 
folly. Actually what they are called in spe- 
cial session for Is a revision of Nebraska's tax 
structure, which is not a short-order assign- 
ment. 


What it is proposed shall be done may in- 


fluence Nebraska thinking for years to come. 
In the field of taxation, there is nothing in 
human behavior to suggest the will in po- 
litical leadership to apply the system of trial 
and error generously. Chances are that we 


will live with whatever 
decisions are reached for 
a long time. One para- 
graph of Gov. Crosby's 
address to the special leg- 


islative session is •unforgettable. "As of that 
time (Nebraska's tax procedures prior to the 
supreme court decision on- January 9, 1953), 
the assessment picture in. Nebraska was a 
fantastic pattern of injustice," the governor 
said. 
"Among the 93 counties, farm land 


assessments ranged from,'an estimated 56 per 
cent of market value to as low as 21 per cent; 
and town real estate, from. 37 per cent to as 
lottf as 13 per cent. Cattle were assessed at 
75 per cent of market value, automobiles at 
about 80 per cent, grain at still a different 
per cent.Non-exempt household goods and per- 
sonal equipment (excepting special household 
equipment) in some counties averaged $127.50 
per schedule; in other counties, as low as 
Sli.68. In some counties, schedules of busi- 
ness merchandise were estimated to average 
49 per cent of actual value; in other coun- 
ties, as low as 15 per cent. All of this was 
trus notwithstanding that the constitution re- 
quired uniformity and the state law required 
assessment at 100 per cent of actual value."

Thai fundamental problem, it must 
be acknowledged in honest spirit, is whether 
the present tax base can continue indefinitely 
lo bear all the burner.? of the costs of gov- 
ernment, burdens which have continued lo 
increase through years of inflation. 
We arc 


sure that economies arc possible. ?nd equally 
sure that even the practice of the sternest 
frugality in state government still will not 
make a great deal of difference in the in- 
dividual lax ball. 
State government itself 


claims a relalhely small share of the tax 
dollar. Other political subdivisions take more 
of it.

Perhaps the finest development that rould

"slithering of a lizard across the floor." We'll 
take the feel of the warm sun on the back 
of our neck and shoulders, and the dapple of 
sunlight and shadow on bank and stream, 
an occasional trill of a woodland warbler 
and the small water sounds as the cork bobs 
lazily at line's end.

"A refuge.'5 
he described it. "A long stretch of quiet and 
peace ... a wilderness where man can be 
alone with his thoughts ... a place not yet 
marred by the roar of wheels and the sound 
of horns."' 


And if in the end, another Nebraska writer 


comments, man deprives himself of the spots 
where from time to time he can step out of 
the mainstream for a period of contemplation, 
he will eventually lose sight of the meaning 
of his existence.

Nixon Speaks For Ike, 


May Be '56 Candidate 


FACTS FORUM BACKER 


Made His Millions In Oil 


WASHINGTON—The interna- 


tional and political furor kicked 
up by Vice President Nixon's 
speech before the American So- 
ciety of Newspaper Editors has 
now subsided, leaving two main 
points very clear: 


1. Dicky Nixon looms more 


and more definitely as the man 
Eisenhower has picked to suc- 
ceed him in 1956. 


2. There is no question what- 


soever that the Eisenhower ad- 
ministration contemplates t h e 
use of armed force in Indo-China 
if necessary. Despite a modifying 
statement by the State Depart- 
ment following Nixon's speech, 
both the use of American ground 
troops and small atomic bombs 
have been under discussion.

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DEGREE IN ORATORY 


The Nixon speech before the 


editors was not only a master- 
piece; it was calculated to win 
him recognition from a powerful 
sroup of opinion-makers. Even 
Democratic editors who didn't 
like Nixon came away admitting' 
that the college degree he took 
in public speaking was paying1 
dividends. Jim Bassett, Nixon's 
old public-relations man, now 
PRO for the GOP National Com- 
mittee, purred as he listened. 


Nixon spoke for one hour 


•without reading a manuscript 
and scarcely looking at his notes. 
His delivery had force, earnest- 
ness and a grasp of his subject. 
He was not partisan. The first 
half hour was devoted to a dis- 
arming exposition of the prob- 
lems of Southeast Asia, inter- 
laced with a pleasurable variety 
of personal "I was there" obser- 
vations. 


For instance, he told about the 


difficulty of getting along with 
cantankerous but courageous 
President 
Syngman 
Rhee 
in 


Korea. Then in almost the same 
breath he quoted a British gen- 
eral who was asked what was 
needed most in Indo-China. 


"Nothing would stand us in 


such good stead," said the gen- 
eral, 
"as 
another 
Syngman 
Rhee."

The latter part of Nixon's talk 


was devoted to the difficulties 
faced in Indo-China, the political 
problems of the French Laniel 
government which could easily 
be overthrown because of Indo- 
China; the great- problem of 
creating a spiritual leadership 
among the native peoples: and 
the U.S. alternative policy of ap- 
peasing Red China by admitting 
its Communist government to a 
seat on the United Nations. 


Someone has to grit his teeth 


and face up to things, Nixon 
warned . . . It would be more 
expedient to compromise by giv- 
ing Red China a seat on the UN, 
but we must adhere to principle 
. . . The administration has a 


• duty to the higher interests of 
the nation, even if unpopular 
... It is necessary to take defi- 
nite action despite the handicaps 
. . . American policy cannot be 
bogged down by 
uninformed 


public opinion on one hand or 
reluctant allies on the other . . . 
We may have to go it alone in 
Indo-China even though unpopu- 
lar. We must hold the line at any 
cost regardless of political reper- 
cussions. 


Note—General reaction among: 


editors was that the vice presi- 
dent did a brilliant job and en- 


hanced himself with the news- 
paper profession, but that the 
American public was a long way 
from being ready to send troops 
to Indo-China.

NO TRIAL BALLOON 


Some 
editors 
figured 
t h e 


Nixon fireside chat was a mere 
trial balloon sent up by the ad- 
ministration's No. 2 man, so that 
Eisenhower himself, if necessary, 
could deny it later. This writer 
deduces differently for the fol- 
lowing reasons: 


A. Ike has repeatedly, delib- 


erately relied on Nixon to speak 
for him, no later than the reply 
to Adlai Stevenson. He has also 
let Nixon carry to ball as nego- 
tiator with Joe McCarthy, as the 
pacifier on Capitol Hill, and as 
the all-around political handyman 
of the administration. 


This began partly because Ike 


gets both bored and tired while 
Dick is an eager beaver; partly 
because Ike doesn't understand 
politics and Dicky loves politics; 
partly because Ike hates political 
chores and the vice presidency is 
a job where time hangs heavily 
on one's hands. Subbing for the 
President began as an accident, 
but has now become a .habit—a 
habit likely to be recognized when 
the Republicans start looking for 
Ike's successor in 1956. 


B. The plan to stand firm in 


Indo-China, with U. S. forces if 
necessary, was drawn by the Na- 
tional Security Council to which 
Ike now delegates major deci- 
sions on foreign policy. Its Indo- 
Chinese decision has now become 
the hard-and-fixed policy of the 
Eisenhower administration. 


As reported by this column 


April 8, eight days before the 
Nixon speech: "The current edu- 
cation campaign to prepare the 
American people for war in Indo- 
China was preceded by a special 
study by the National Security 
Council... The sending of ground 
troops has been under discussion. 
They would replace French metro- 
politan troops, thus relieving the 
political furor in Paris where it's 
demanded that French troops 
come home . . . U. S. admirals 
propose sending two or more air- 
plane carriers."

PARIS— While it is too early 


for a final verdict. U.S. Secretary 
of State John Foster Dulles by 
his sudden bold proposal for a 
united front to create an Asian 
defense system may have suc- 
ceeded in maintaining the resist- 
ance to Communism in Indo- 
China and. therefore, in the rest 
of Southeast Asia. Fortunately 
for the West, the Dulles proposal 
was made against the background 
of the defense of Dien Bien Phu. 
which almost for the first time in 
eight years of war dramatized in 
personal and heroic terms that 
bitter jungle conflict. 


So long as official French com- 


muniques from Saigon proclaimed 
battles in progress, battles won 
and rarely battles lost, the policy 
was to give the French almost 
everything: they asked without 
putting any embarrassing ques- 
tions. One of the tragic conse- 
quences is that with no pressure 
from the outside and with Amer- 
ica finally taking over nearly SO 
per cent of the cost of the war. 
the French jrovernrncnt has never 
come to jrrips with the issue of 
independence for the associated 
states in any really meaningful 
sense.

There have been so many lost 


opportunities.

June 
the 


French sent to Washington an 
urgent appeal for additional aid 
of S3S5 million to step up the war. 
This request precipitated a sharp 
division within the American gov- 
ernment.

in Paris took the view lhat this 
represented a last chance. They 
arcucd that America should at- 
tarh certain conditions lo this 
new nnd larger crani, the first 
one being a pledge to ratify the 
Kurnpcan Defense Community jn 
f>0 da>s and the second }~^:nz -a 
promise to grant jndependcncc to 
th^ associated states. 


Harold Stasscn. as director of 


Mutual Aid. insisted that a sroat 
power such as France should 
not he subjected to that Idnd of 
barsainjnc in the midst of a 
war.

France may be sent to Indo- 
China, the French had to put a 
strict limit on casualties. Ac- 
cording to American sources, 
this limit over long periods was 
three per cent, so that head- 
lined battles were often hardly 
more than skirmishes. Ameri- 
cans in both the diplomatic and 
military side in Saigon have 
found it difficult and often im- 
possible to get facts and figures. 


The situation was definitely 


worsened after the U.S. agreed 
to an armistice in Korea. Wnen 
that happened the French could 
no longer believe that they -.vere 
part of a common front against 
Communism in Asia. They were 
fighting a lonely war 10.000 
miles away, with no interven- 
ing bases on that long sea route. 


What one comes back to is 


the strange lack of co-ordina- 
tion and apparently even any 
common base of information be- 
tween Saigon.

Local 'Honesty'

To the editor of The Lincoln 


Star: The governor of our state 
has brought forward a thought 
which deserves the loyal support 
of every citizen of Nebraska— 
"Operation Honesty." It is true 
that some people will scoff and 
say that this is only a slogan, de- 
signed to pull the wool over the 
eyes of the-people. But I believe 
it can be much more than a 
slogan, and that carefully applied 
to the civic affairs of our state, 
it could mean a great improve- 
ment in the welfare of all. 


In the face of this, a condition 


has arisen which comes as a 
shock to a good many citizens in 
the Diller area. The town main- 
tains a good high school which 
receives the support of the ma- 
jority of the citizens in 
and 


around Diller. Since the school 
building burned down last winter, 
the school has continued to meet 
and hold its high standards in the 
three churches, Legion hall, town 
hall, library and store buildings. 


The need for a new high school 


building is apparent, and this 
pressing need has been recog- 
nized by the majority of-citizens 
in 12 school districts which in- 
clude the town of Diller. This 
majority has petitioned for the 
formation of a rural high school 
district centering in Diller. A de- 
termined minority has attacked 
the proposed rural high school 
district, either on the grounds 
•that it would increase taxation or 
on the basis of personal disagree- 
ment with some of the proponents 
of the measure. Despite this at- 
tack, it is a matter of record that 
the majority of voters in the area 
involved have petitioned for the 
formation ~of a rural high school 
district. 


However, those who oppose the 


formation of the district are find- 
ing ways to block and possibly 
in the end even to defeat the 
clearly expressed will of the ma- 
jority of the citizens in this area. 
The issue here is indeed clear. 
On the one hand, the majority of 
voters in the area are concerned 
with the adequate education of 
the youth and the maintenance of 
a school which has proved its 
value to the community. On the 
other hand, a determined minor- 
ity seeks to save taxes by the 
false idea of economizing on the 
education of youth. 


The minority has resorted to 


obstruction and legal technicali- 
ties.

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For A Bipartisan Policy

W# think Sen. Sparkman's plea for a re­ 
turn to 
bipartisan policy in foreign affairs 
it both timely and urgent. 


Surely there is nothing in the gathering 
crisis in Indo-China that divides Republicans 
end Democrats. 
In a very large sense, par­ 
tisanship should and must end at the wa­ 
ter’s edge if this nation i.s to survive in a 
dangerous world. 


There seems to be something in the air de- 
ttructivc to the spirit that brought about 
unified action by the free peoples in their 
struggle against totalitarian ideas. Britain, 
for example, in its maturity by common con­ 
cent presented a united front in the foreign 
field until recent months. Now the Labor 
group there, or an essential part of it, is at 
sword’s point with the ("hurchill government, 
and still worse, the British Labor party is 
split into two sharply warring factions no 
less divided than British Lal>or and the 
British Conservatives under Churchill. 
There is no real unanimity within Rer'Ub- 
llcan ranks on foreign policy. The split there 
is deeply rooted and is serious. Mr. Eiscn- 


hower actually can depend more upon Demo­ 
cratic support In certain areas of foreign 
policy than he can roly upon the two fac­ 
tions of his own party. 
The recent blowup resulting from a .speech 
made by Vice President Nixon is not clari­ 
fied in any sense by Secretary of State Dul- 
les'.s latest statement to members of Con­ 
gress. Two senators meeting in Washington 
Tuesday with Mr. Dulles told newsmen that 
no decision to dispatch American fighting 
forcc.s to Indo-China is being considered. If 
that is the case, then what was the vice 
president talking about when he addressed 
the American Society of Newspaper Editors? 
He had been asked a hypothetical question, 
it is true. What he said in answer fitted in 
very well with recent statements coming from 
the administration. 
While bipartisan policy will not influence 
developments in Indo-China, a little closer 
liaison between Republican and Democratic 
leadership in Washington will contribute ma­ 
terially to understanding here at home. Thera 
will be fewer confusing charges and counter 
charges.

We do no t env y the ro narientio ua membere 
o f the Nebraska Vnleameral Legislature In 
thft assigned task which falls to them in the 
railing o f a special sessio n, starting Tuesday . 
In the fullest sense, the business at hand is 
no t an emergency . To dismiss it as such is 
fo lly . Actually what they are railed In spe- 
eial sessio n fo r is a rev isio n o f Nebraska’s tax 
eiructure, which is no t a sho rt-o rder assign­ 
ment. 


What It is propo.^ed shall be done may in­ 
fluence Nebraska thinking for years to come. 
In the field of taxation, there is nothing m 
human bc*havior to suggest the will in po­ 
litical leadership to apply the system of trial 
and error generously. Chances are that we 
will live with whatever 
decisions are reached for 
a long time. 
One para­ 
graph of Gov. Crosby’s 
address to the special leg­ 
islative session Is unforgettable. 
“As of that 
lime (Nebraska’s tax procedures prior to the 
aupreme court decision on January 9, 1953), 
the assessment picture in Nebraska was a 
fantastic pattern of injustice,’’ the governor 
said. 
‘‘Among the 93 counties, farm land 
assessments ranged from an estimated 56 per 
cent of market value to as low r s 21 per cent; 
and town real estate, from 37 per cent to as 
low as 13 per cent. 
Cattle were assessed at 
75 per cent of market value, automobiles at 
about 
8 0 per cent, grain at still a different 
per cent. Non-exempt household goods and per­ 
sonal equipment (excepting special household 
equipment) in some counties averaged $127.50 
per schedule; in other counties, as low as 
$11.68. 
In .some counties, schedules of busi­ 
ness merchandise were estimated to average 
49 per cent of actual value; in otlier coun­ 
ties, as low as 15 per cent. 
All of this \sas 
tru« notwithstanding that the constitution re­ 
quired uniformity and the state law required 
assessment at 100 pi*r cent of actual value.’’

Some 
editors 
figured

Nixon fireside chat was a mere 
trial balloon sent up by the ad­ 
ministration’s No. 2 man, so that 
Eisenhower himself, if necessary, 
could deny it later.

A. Ike has repeatedly, delib­ 
erately relied on Nixon to speak 
for him, no later than the reply 
to Adlai Stevenson.

Public Hearings To Be Held 
Monday And Tuesday On Bills 


For public hearings on bills 


proposing constitutional amend- 
ments, the Legislature Tuesday 
decided that the judiciary and 
[revenue committee should sit 
jointly with Sen. Robert McNutt, 
judiciary chairman, presiding. 


Sen. McNutt announced that 


hearings would be held on LB 1, 
2, 3 and 9 on Monday at 2 p.m. 
and LB 5, 1 and 8 on Tuesday at 
10 a.m. 


The Legislature 
debated 
at 


length the amount of time nee-' 
essary for the public to become j 
informed on the bills and for! 
those desiring to give testimony 
to reach Lincoln. It was finally 
decided to follow rules and give 
the usual five days notice. 


The other bills introduced on 


opening day and any that may 
be introduced today will be set 
for Wednesday, Sen. McNutt 
said. 


The Monday bills will include 


the ones dealing with assessors 
and boards of equalization and 
homestead exemption. 


Tuesday's bill will include the 


controversial sales tax proposals 
and hearings are expected to 
last all day. 


The sales tax bill which the 


tax study committee agreed to 
sponsor, provides for a vote by 
the people in November on a 
provision that the Legislature 
"shall adopt a general sales tax 
as a method of raising revenue 
for the State of Nebraska for 
state purposes." 


Revenue from the proposed 


new tax would be used: 


1. To pay the obligations of 


the state of Nebraska payable 
from the state general fund. 


2. The remainder to be equit- 


ably distributed at the end of 
each fiscal year exclusively to 
the support and maintenance of 
the common schools among the 
several school districts as may 
be provided by law. 


The state would be prohibited 


from levying direct taxes upon 
property for state general fund 
purposes. 


It has been estimated that a 


two per cent sales tax would 
produce about $26,000,000 a year 
in Nebraska. 


State genera] fund obligations 


amount to about 819,000,000 or 
520,000,000 a year. 


This would leave about S6,- 


000,000 a year for distribution to 
the schools. This is about three 
times the amount the schools are 
receiving from the state school 
fund this year out of rents, 
royalties and interest. 


Many of the senators were 


quick to point out that the sales 
tax as proposed is not a "re- 
placement" tax but an "added" 
tax. They said that the door 
would be left wide open to con- 
tinuance of property taxes for 
state purposes by making "spe- 
cial levies" to meet any revenue 
desire beyond the sales tax in- 
come.

Robert Crosby for 
consideration by the Nebraska 
Legislature 
as the lawmakers 


met in special session at the gov- 
ernor's call to; consider proposed 
constitutional ' changes • dealing 
with taxation. • 
".' 
. 
' 


Five of the. Six points are' em- 


bodied in bills' prepared jointly 
by the governor and the .Legis- 
lative Council's; Tax. Study ;COmr 
mittee headed by 'Sen. ,O. H. 
Liebers of Lincoln. They are:, 


1. Exemption of household 


Roods and personal affects from 
taxation "to the extent that the 
Legislature deems advisable." 


Only 1.9 per cent of the prop- 


erty tax revenue in Nebraska is 
derived from taxation of house- 
hold furnishing and personal ef- 
fects. But probably more than 
90 per cent of the assessment ef- 
fort is applied to this kind of 
property, and this type of prop- 
erty is the most difficult to as- 
eess, 'the governor asserted. 


2. A better means of equaliz- 


ing tax assessments among the 
counties. 
The constitution now provides 


lor a State Board of Equalization 
consisting of four elected offi- 
cials and the Tax Commissioner. 
But it has been the experience of 
other states that an official or a 
board removed from 
elective 


partisan politics can best dis- 
charge 
this 
function, 
Crosby 


commented. 


3. Appointment rather 
than 


•lection of county assessors. 


•'The experience of other states 


shows that an appointive system 
on. the basis of merit may pro- 
duce much better results. Even 
the State Association of County 
Assessors has recommended an 
appointive system," the governor 
continued. 


4. Special methods of assess- 


ment for some types of property. 


The constitution now requires 


absolute uniformity among all 
classes of property on the basis 
of value. But "it is obvious that 
the assessment of a business 
building presents different prob- 
lems than the assessment of a 
cow," Crosby declared. 


5. A constitutional amendment 


protecting the people against ex- 
travagant use of supplemental 
taxes that might be enacted. 


"Anyone who is acquainted 


with the thinking of Nebraska 
recognizes that more people than 
ever before have e x p r e s s e d 
themselves as being favorable to 
a sales -tax or 'an income tax or 
a combination of both. 


"I have always opposed both 


sales tax and income tax as a 
means of raising revenue for 
state and local purposes. I do not 
now advocate them. But I recog- 
nize clearly that those who do 
advocate such taxes desire to 
see them used for the replace- 
ment of property tax revenues," 
the governor continued. 


"If there are to be such sup- 


plemental taxes, however, I want 
some 
constitutional 
guarantee 


that they will be used as a sub- 
stitute for property taxes in tra- 
ditional areas of government ac- 
tivity," he added. 


The sixth proposal is for a 


reasonable exemption of home- 
Ktead-owner-occnpied homes and 
farms.

going proposals are Bob Cros- 
by's program because I collected 
them together and stated them 
publicly on March 22," the gov- 
ernor told the lawmakers. 


"To be sure, these proposals 


are the natural and necessary 
outgrowth of my careful obser- 
vation of events during the past 
year when we have been earn- 
estly trying to obey the tax pro- 
visions of our state Constitution. 
However, I hold no copyright on 
these proposals." 


The governor 
asserted 
the 


state's tax problem', has no con- 
nection with the '50 per cent as- 
sessment law passed by the 1953 
regular session. 


"This entire problem—which 


was not of my making or choos- 
ing—came to a head with the 
Supreme Court decision that was 
handed down my first morning 
in office. It was a unanimous 
decision. It commanded equaliza- 
tion of assessments. I have res- 
olutely obeyed the mandate of 
the court," the governor asserted. 


"Probably no governor ever re- 


ceived a more difficult assign- 
ment. 
Temporary unpopularity 


was the certain result of a full 
discharge of-my duty. The re- 
quirement of our constitution for 
uniform assessments had been 
disregarded so long that many 
people no longer understand it," 
Crosby said. 


He reviewed the State Board's 


equalization effort, the popular 
confusion of the problem with 
the 50 per cent law; the "Opera- 
tion Honesty" drive for fuller re- 
porting of personal property for 
assessment; and the calling of 
the special session at the urging 
of the study committee,

suffered far less from blowing 
dust.

Rain, Snowfall Totals Above Normal 


This may come as a surprise to 


drought-conscious

Grew Out of Study 


For years there has been ar-

Hen- 
mngs was vice chairman of the 
Missouri Basin Survey Commis- 
sion whihch surveyed the issue 
and sent President Eisenhower a 
long report in February, 1953. 
Hennings said his bill grew out 
of the commission's work.

Dick Geier, a sophomore lefthander who was knocked 


out of the box in his first start for the University of Nebraska,' 
Tuesday afternoon pitched his way into the Cornhusker 
record books with a brilliant 1-0 no-hit victory over the Uni- 
versity of Kansas on the campus diamond. 


The husky Lincoln kid who almost worked a no-hitter 


last summer in semi-pro ball, gave the Huskers their second 
straight victory of the Big Seven season against a Jayhawk 
squad which is rated as a fairly strong conference contender. 


With two down in the ninth he 


sent two fast balls past Pinch- 
hitter Harold Hixon for called 
strikes- Then he came in with 
the curve ball which had been 
especially effective against the 
Kansans and Hixon went down 
swinging. 


It was the tenth strikeout for 


the tall sphomore who had been 
noted for his speed but was rated 
as only a fair curve bailer who 
sometimes 
went haywire on 


bases on balls. 


Tuesday he walked no one. 


Only one batter reached first, on 
an error, and a fast double play 
killed him moments later when 
the hit-and-run was on and the 
batter 
popped up to Catcher 


Murray Backhaus, The Millard 
veteran threw to First Baseman 
Ray Novak for the twin killing. 


No one else came close, and it 


was important that the big lefty 
stopped them because the Husk- 
ers were not hitting another 
capable lefthander named John 
Broese. 


Broese, a big fellow who had

Nikita Khrushchev. Apostol had 


been deputy premier and agri- 
culture minister and he gave up 
these posts to become first party 
secretary. 


In a speech monitored here, 


Gheorghiu-Dej indicated that a 
widespread purge in party ranks 
may have accompanied his res- 
ignation which was accepted 
April 19 by a meeting of the 
party central committee. 


He told the central committee 


that the new Communist Party 
cards have been issued through- 
put the country to "prevent the 
infiltration of class enemy ele- 
ments posing as party members 


and shielding under party mem- 
bership " 


Gheorghiu-Dej said that only 


80,000 to 100,000 party members 
were actually doing what they 
could to improve the nation's 
standard 
of 
living 
in 
1954. 


"Those not willing to work body 
and soul for the goals set in the 
1954 plan cannot be tolerated as 
party members," he added. 


Without referring to himself, 


he declared: 
"We must, with 


all determination, wipe out any 
form of personal worship, no 
matter toward whom and by 
whom it is displayed."

Times-Union, for newspapers over 
50,000 circulation; by Buell W. 
Hudson, publisher, .Woonsocket, 
R. L, Call, for those of 10,000 to 
50,000; and by Robert M. White 
II, publisher, Mexico, Mo., Ledger, 
for those under 10,000 circulation. 


These general trends devel- 


oped in the discussions: 


The publishers are opposed to

policy of permitting bulk mail- 
ing of flyshcets and direct mail 
advertising. 


Under this practice, the ad- 


vertisers send pamphlets or cir- 
culars in bulk to the post office, 
which distributes them, unad- 
dressed, to every house in the 
community. The publishers held 
th;it the post office was, in ef- 
fect, serving as the circulation 
department for direct mail ad- 
vertisers in competition with 
newspapers. 


The publishers foresaw little 


likelihood of any increase in the 
price 
of 
newspapers to 
the 


reader in the near future, but 
felt an eventual increase was 
possible. 


Offers More 


They attributed this possibility 


to rising costs and the belief 
that a newspaper 
offers 
the 


reader 
more return for the 


money expended than any other 
product. 


Some publishers said they still 


were encountering a closed door 
policy at county and city govern- 
mental 
meetings despite the 


newspapers' constant efforts for 
freedom of information. 


General sentiment was against 


printing names of juveniles ar- 
rested for crimes, but some pub- 
lishers reported an increasing 
disposition by law enforcement 
officers to have such names 
printed as a deterrent to curb 
an upswing in youthful law- 
breaking. 


On the question of letters to 


the editors, the general attitude 
was to edit them only for rea- 
sons of space or to eliminate bad 
taste.

Lancaster County salaries for 


c^puticR 
and 
employees 
have 


boen "fixed" by the Commission- 
ers who left plenty of elbow room 
with which to make needed salary 
adjustments later. 


The board resolution "fixes the 


salaries of chief deputies, depu- 
ties and employees . . . at rate 
of compensation ... in effect on 
April 30, 1954." 


However, it is provided that 


"individual salaries may be in- 
creased or decreased from time 
to time" 
either upon recom- 


mendation of the 
employees' 


office head or "by a merit sys- 
tem the county may adopt." ' 


Salary adjustments will take 


into "consideration merit, length 
of service, or nature and extent 
of duties." 


The salary-fixing resolution is 


in line with Legislative Bill 9 al- 
lowing all 93 counties to set sal- 
aries for elected officers, but also 
stipulating salaries of "deputies 
and employees" are to be set by 
county boards 60 days before the 
closing of filings—or by April 30 
in this county. 


Salaries for elected officers— 


generally Increased from $1,500 
to $2,000—were set last October 
for the four-year office term be- 
ginning next January. 


But the county board has felt 


salaries of deputies 
and 
em- 


ployees cannot be "strait jack- 
eted" for a four year period in 


view of possible economic fluc- 
tuations, personnel changes, and 
other factors. 


In adopting the resolution, the 


Commissioners pointed out that it 
has the approval of the state at- 
torney general and state auditor's 
offices.
